Q. WHILE YOU ARE TALKING ABOUT NORTH VIETNAM, CAN YOU TELL

A. I WILL LOOK INTO IT, BUT I THINK THE ANSWER IS AS 
I HAVE GIVEN IT TO YOU HERE.
